CHRIST'S GREAT REWARD. 


BY REV. JAMES MAPLE, D. D. 


‘¢ He shall see the travail of his soul, and shall be sat- 
isfied.” Isaiah 53: 11. 


The prophet is here speaking of Christ, and the re- 
ward that he should receive for his labor and suffering. 
The self-sacrifice and suffering of the dear Savior is 
without a parallel in the history of the universe. He 
left his home in heaven, took upon him our nature, be- 
came poor among the poorest, led a life of suffering and 
sorrow, and died the cruel death of the cross. All 
this was endured for the salvation of his enemies. He 
yielded up his life for the good of those who murdered 
him. “The Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all. He was afflicted, yet he opened not his mouth; he 
was brought as a lamb to the slaughter, and as a sheep 
before her shearers is dumb, so he opened not his 
mouth.” The word “travail” expresses his great 
labor and suffering endured in accomplishing the sal- 
vation of a lost race. It denotes excessive toil, labor, 
weariness, and refersto the hard and wearisome labor 
Christ endured in working out the plan of salvation. 
It exhausted his powers as a man, and sent him to the 
grave. In all this suffering and exhausting labor he 
was sustained by hope. Paul states this fact very 
clearly when he exhorts the Christian to look “unto 


the joy that was set before him endured the cross, de- 
spising the shame.” The reward of Christ was two- 
fold. 

I. The Father exalted him to a seat at his own 
right hand, and put all the powers of the universe under 
his control. This was done as a reward for his self sac- 
rifice and suffering in the work of human redemption. 
“Being in the form of God, he thought it not robbery 
to be equal with God; but made himself of no reputa- 
tion, and took upon him the form of a servant, and 
was made in the likeness of men; and being formed 
in fashion as a man, he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death of the cross. 
Wherefore God“ also hath highly exalted him, and 
given him a name which is above every name; that at 
the name of Jesus every knee should bow, of things 
in heaven, and things in earth, and things under the 
earth; and that every tongue should confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the Father.” 

To bend or bow the knee means to worship and 
honor Christ, and that all men should do this. He is 
so exalted that all the inhabitants of earth and heaven 


will be everywhere acknowledged as Lord. The trans- 
lators have improperly supplied the word “things,” 
Things do not bow 
the knee, and worship. Paul means that the angels 
and the spirits of the just in heaven should worship 
him. This they do. John saw and heard them wor- 
shiping him. “I beheld, and I heard the voice of 
many angels round about the throne, and the beasts, 
and the elders; and the number of them was ten thou- 
sand times ten thousand, and thousands of thousands; 
saying with a loud voice, Worthy is the Lamb that was 
slain to receive power, and riches, and wisdom, and 
strength, and honor, and glory, and blessing.” By be- 
ings on earth and under the earth Paul means the human 
race, and the inhabitants of the under world. In these 
great divisions—those in heaven, on the earth, and 
under the earth—Paul means, doubtless, to denote the 
universe. From this we learn that the whole universe 
is put under the authority of Christ, and made account- 
able to him. He is the judge. “For the Father 
judgeth no man, but hath committed all judgment unto 
the Son.” “He hath appointed a day, in the which he 
will judge the world in righteousness by that man 
whom he hath ordained; whereof he hath given assur- 
ance unto all men, in that he hath raised him from the 





dead.” “For we must all appear before the judgment- 
seat of Christ; that every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad.” 


In speaking of the exaltation of Christ Paul says: 


“He, God, raised him from the dead, and set him at his 
own right hand in the heavenly places, far above all 
principality, and power, and might, and dominion, and 
every name that is named, not only in this world, but 
also in that which is to come; and hath put all things 
under his feet.’”” Paul mentions principalities, powers, 
might, and dominion that were put under Christ; and 
then as if for the want of power to particularize he 
adds, “and every name,” every creature of every rank, 
“not only in this world, but also in that which is to 
come,” are put under his feet. 
over all. 


He is made supreme 


Christ is not merely above the angels in point of 


rank; he is not one of them in his nature who is ex- 
alted by office a little above them; but is infinitely 
above them in nature as well as in authority. The 
angels of all ranks were created by him. 
16,17.) This shows that he is neither a man nor an 
angel, but as far above them as the Creator is above 
the created. He was thus exalted, and this power was 
given unto him that he might save a lost world. 
hath God exalted with his right hand to be a Prince 
and a Savior, for ito give repentance to Israel, and for- 
giveness of sins.’

stand the nature, character, and official position of 
Christ; and they all unite in honoring him.

He is glorious in his 
nature and attributes, and to him belongs the glory of 
our redemption. The redeemed in heaven realize this 
fact in all the fullness of its meaning; for they can see 
what he sacrificed to secure our redemption, and also 
the greatness of this salvation. They now understand 
this as they could not in this life; for they can see 
what he sacrificed in becoming incarnate, and this en- 
ables them to measure the greatness of his love and 
self-sacrifice for man. They can see, as never before, 
what he saved them from, and realize more fully the 
blessedness of salvation. As the ages of eternity roll 
away, and they drink deeper of the waters of life their 
love and admiration for Christ will increase. They 
will feel more and more like honoring, and realize more 
fully that he is worthy of all the praise and honor that 
can be bestowed upon him. We can see something of 
this now, but not as the redeemed in heaven see it. It 
is the earnest desire of the redeemed to exalt Christ in 
the highest sense, and this is in full accord with the 
divine command “that all men should honor the Son, 
even as they honor the Father.” His name is exalted 
on earth and in heaven. Even infidels eulogize him, 
and he has changed the cross from a symbol of shame 
to one of glory. Every true Christian can sing: 


“ In the cross of Christ I glory, 
Towering o’er the wrecks of time; 
All the light of sacred story, 
Gathers round its head sublime; 


“ When the woes of life o’ertake me, 
Hopes deceive and fears annoy, 
Never shall the cross forsake me; 

Lo! it glows with peace and joy.

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CHRIST THE TRUE ROCK. —

“Upon this rock I will build my church; and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail against it.”” Matt. 16: 18. 

The church of Christ is built upon a massive rock, a 
great truth, and a composite faith. It is a principle 
grouping certain spiritual truths into an organic unity, 
upon which a society is founded whose aim is progress, 
the pursuit of happiness, and the fruit of righteous- 
ness. _While Christ used the best figure to denote 
firmness, steadfastness, and immobility, it does not 
fully express the power of his life in the earth. Fire 
will melt and powder will-rend the rock asunder, but 
the truth is eternal and unchangeable. 

Christianity cements a continent of truths together 
by one spirit. It has variety, magnitude, and delicacy. 
The church is founded upon the confession of Peter 
asa republic with the central government in Christ. 
There is no cramping machine in a church founded 
upon this truth. It is capable of variety in unity. It 
gives an idea of a living issue, coming up from the sub- 
soil of Christ’s divinity like the unity of the vine and 
its branches. When the people grasp this idea of life- 
unity instead of creed-unity they will look beyond the 
Peterism of Rome and the prelacy of England, and 
discover Christ as the true foundation of the church 
and authority. Upon this living rock came up a 
society called ‘“‘my disciples,” “believers,” “saints,” 
and “Christians.” Each of these expressions has a 
root idea, making the unity of the brotherhood a con- 
federation of hearts calledachurch. Out of this unity 
comes a double life, overleaping all creeds and uniting 
men of different faiths and opinions into a “brother- 
hood,” “a royal priesthood,” “‘a peculiar people.” 

When the artist comes from his club, the workingman 
from his association, the student from his books, the 
lawyer from litigation, the confessors and professors from 
their ‘‘mass,” their “services,” when all these come and 
‘recognize a common likeness, before God we do not hesi- 
tate to say that Christ is their rock, love is their life, 
and faith is the cord that binds them together. They 
have the root emotion of a kindred spirit. ‘Upon this 
rock I will build my church.” This word “build” im- 
plies a plan, a selection of material, and a structure. 
The church is something more than simply the embodi- 
ment of particular truths selected by a designer. If 
it were merely an assemblage of persons it would only 
be an aggregation of humanity. If it were a group of 
ideas it then would simply be a philosophy. The 
church is an organization of men and women, drawn 
together in their lives by a group of ideas having a 
common affinity. It is not Calvinism, Methodism, nor 
Campbellism,for there is something infinitely above 
the ism of any sect in the true church of Christ. It 
feeds upon one life, and has “meat and drink” that con- 
stitutes the elements of its growth. The church.on 
earth must always have a margin. In composing an 
anthem the musician will select a certain number of 
notes that are in harmony. The universe is a cosmos 
and not a multitude of globes, being irregular in the 
void space of infinitude. The powers are all bal- 
anced. So the church is selected, adjusted, combined, 
and given a definite shape, the elements of which are 
drawn from the life of Christ. Thus if we study, 
draw out, arrange, and combine the revelations of 
Christ’s life we say that what are united together in 
the true church have their foundation and life in the 
attributes of God. 

Asa wise master-builder Christ selects certain ele- 
ments upon which to construct his church—even the 
elements of his own life. The mission of the church 
is to secure truth, love, faith, righteousness, and holi- 
ness among men. It is not to be the theater of debate 
and hair-splitting discussions upon doctrines, nor a 
rack upon which to stretch heresy. And yet the 
church has often been converted into a fortress to de- 
fend the Almighty. How often has the heart of Christ 
been pierced by the spears of infinitesimal quibblings 
of the brain of theology! How often the creed is put in 
the forefront of character and life! The most elabo- 
rate systems of theology have grown around the beau- 
tiful and simple life of Jesus. Each of these has be- 
come the foundation of many sects, the one pitted 

against the other. It was out of this attempt to ex- 
plain and qualify the church that the expression “in- 
visible church” was coined. Such a term never existed 
until the direful schisms and sectarian conflicts of the 
middle age theology made the phrase necessary on the 


part of schismatics to reconcile their theories with the 
plain words of the Bible. An invisible church is 
the most meaningless of all theologic expressions. You 
might as well try to think of an invisible city, state, or 
government. What would you think of a people try- 
ing to elect a governor of an invisible state? F 

But we are told that visible churches are parts. Can 
you understand how visible parts, so very different, can 
become an invisible whole? Just as well say there are 
white parts and blue parts and red parts, and various 
colors and parts, all visible portions of an invisible 
whole. Such an expression is simply an explanation to 
the dilemma of sectarianism. When the church 
placed ordinances and creeds before a righteous life, it 
begun a debate that set neighbor against neighbor, and 
divided the great brotherhood of Christians into petty 
factions, each antagonizing the other. There was 
greater zeal manifested in opposing different schools of 
theology than was put forth in winning souls to Christ 
through love and good works. So bitter was this op- 
position that good men were put to death for having an 
opinion of their own. To dissent from the established 
theology was heresy, and the offender must be sup- 
pressed at any cost. 

But it is well to remember that the heretics of to-day 
often become the orthodox of to-morrow. The proph- 
ets were heretics, Christ and the apostles were here- 
tics, and so have been the leaders of every great refor- 
mation since. They were men and women who disbe- 
lieved Christianity as taught by the established order 
of theology. Stone, Kinkade, O’Kelly, Purviance, 
Jones, Millard, and all those who began the movement 
ef the Christians in America, and which is now com- 
manding the respect and attention of the leading 
thinkers of the religious world, were called heretics 
and infidels. But within the next century their 
teachings will be the orthodox sentiment of the relig- 
ious world. 

The principles that Christ brought to light are broad 
and universal. They were the principles of infinite 
love in contrast to the truths of a definite system— 
principles that have an inherent living spirit to pro- 
duce their likeness. Therefore if we preach Christ 
and him crucified, if we teach and practice love, right- 
eousness, and truth, these will work their own refor- 
mation. The spirit of life in Christ Jesus will make 
us free from the law of sin and death. -The love of 
Christ will constrain the head and heart into harmony. 
Where the letter that “killeth” has torn society into 
fragments, the life of the Spirit will heal with the oil 
of gladness. The wilderness of debate—of preroga- 
tive and exclusion—will blossom like the rose in the 
summer light of peace and charity. The kingdom of 
God will rise out of darkness and shape itself in a grand 
unity of life, knowledge, labor, and brotherhood. The 
foundation Christ laid is broad enough for a legion of 
diverse opinions to live and labor and develop together 
in harmony. 


Christ and his apostles gave many suggestions, but 
few forms. Nothing was required for church member- 
ship but a solemn vow to seek purity of life through 
the grace of God Repentance, confession of sin, andthe 
gift of the Holy Ghost were positively demanded by a 
holy growth. The church of Christ must be what our 
Lord intended it should be. Some people say, “I care 
nothing for the church; the Bible is good enough for 
me.” But Christ organized his church before there 
was a Bible. The Jewish Scriptures were private 
property, and belonged to that nation. There was an 
organic authoritative church, filled with the spirit, be- 
fore the Old Testament was sent abroad to all the 
world, and before the New Testament was written. We 
have the Bible, but who gave it to us? Who chose out 
from the mass of contemporary manuscripts the twenty- 
nine books of the New Testament, and called them gen- 
uine? What gives these books authority above other 
books that claim to beinspired? It was the church un- 
trammeled by creed and divisions that gave us the Bible 
and placed the stamp of divine authority upon it. The 
true church must grant individual freedom in faith 
and doctrine, and require only such truths of the 
Bible as are essential to sustain a holy, righteous life 
It must be a motor power to develop a spiritual life, 
and not a cramping machine or factory of mere instru- 
ments. Creeds and dogmas are human and changeable, 
but truth is Christ-like and eternal. Christ’s church 
will convert the hearing of the ear into living piety of 
the heart—a belief into a life; and not a life into a be- 
lief. 


It was sucha church, founded upon Christ, organized 
by truth and righteousness into a community of kin- 
dred spirits, with latitude in principle, diversity of 
gifts, and flexibility of government, of which Jesus 
said “the gates of hell shall not prevail against.” This 
is the kingdom that came down from heaven, and 
claims the power to shape all things. Against it there 
is no law; the gates of sectism, of bigotry, of supersti- 
tion, of agnostic presumption can not prevail against it. 
Such a church, unshackled by creeds and forms and 
technicalities, will have spiritual tact and ingenuity. lf 
floods are sent upon it, it will construct an ark and 
send out doves to gather the testimony of God. If 
found in chains, it will sit in the midst of fetters and 
write epistles to the brethren. Thus its members are 
to grow upward toward Christ and downward among 
the lost, 

The church of Christ has a double mission. It 
needs meekness to inherit the earth, as well as poverty 
of spirit to inherit the kingdom of heaven. It should 
be gentle enough not.to break the bruised reed, nor 
quench the smoking flex, and at the same time strong 
enough to lay down its life. The infinite multiplicity 
of internal thought and experience should so shape the 
external life as to form one grand unity of brother- 
hood. It is only in this way that eternal thoughts can 
find a dwelling place in the heart of the present age— 
that faith, and truth, and righteousness, can reign to- 
gether and have a monopoly of love on earth. If thus 
founded, thus selecting its material, thus constructing 
and augmenting, the church will stand upon the essen- 
tial nature of God, and the gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against it. 
Peter’s confession! This stone has become the head 
of the corner. Before it all usurpation, superstition, 
and sin must vanish, and the world’s greatest stumbling- 
block would be removed if God’s people were one in 
faith and Christian love.

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_ECONOMIZE THE FORCES. 


It must be an evident fact to all interested observers 
of the field of Christian labor that there is a large 
amount of effort and energy put forth which is prac- 
tically wasted; wasted, because not economically and 
wisely utilized. Money is expended in channels where 
there should be no call for it. Ministers of the gospel 


* toil and expend their energies in behalf of a few, when 


the same labors might be of equal service to a multi- 
tude. The writer has in mind a community which, 
from its size, can not reasonably support more than 
one church, and yet in the same place we find four 
churches, each with their respective pastors and sepa- 
rate places of worship, and each struggling for a mere 
existence. In such cases (and there are many of them) 
the efforts put forth can not result in the good which 
would follow were they more wisely directed. If 
Christian union prevailed in such a community there 
would be three pastors who could become heralds of 
the cross to people who have never yet heard the good 
news of salvation. 

Concerning the fundamental truths of Christianity 
we believe that the large majority of Christians are a 
unit, but the divisions existing as they do, chiefly in 
names and antiquated forms, should be abolished be- 
cause they are hindrances to the progress of the gos- 
pel. Itis an imperative duty of the church that she 
spread the gospel to the uttermost parts of the earth, 
but much of the energy that might be used in this direc- 
tion is exercised in channels where there is no need for 
it. Some parts of the world are surfeited with gospel 
privileges, while others are famishing because they 
have none. We can not imagine Paul content with 
preaching the gospel to a few individuals for years 
when myriads of his fellow-men had never heard a 
word concerning it. Christian union will economize 
the forces so that a large amount now exercised in the 
home field can be directed into the channels of foreign 
work. ° 
But pending “union,” what are the Christians asa 
body going to do? The cry comes from all quarters of 
the earth, “Come and help us,” and some denomina- 
tions are nobly responding, but what are we, who 
know no other name but the Master’s, doing? During 
the existence of the Christians as an organization not a 
single missionary has yet been sent forth to distant 
lands. Why is this? Is it because there are not found 
men ready to take up the consecrated cross and forsake 
their all of home, kindred, and friends? 

From a récent issue of the HERALD we learn that 
there are men standing waiting to receive the commis- 
sion of the church. The efforts of Bro. Helfinstine 
have shown that there are men waiting and anxious to 
become heralds of the glad tidings of the gospel. 
Surely something ought to be done. The church should 
heed the commands of the Savior. The fields are 
already white unto the harvest, but where are the 
reapers? Bro. Poste will need reinforcements, for the 
work of conquest will not be easy. Pray ye the Lord 
of the harvest, that he send laborers into his harvest.

THE JEWS’ OPINION OF THE CHRIST. 


The Jews as a class were the open and avowed ene- 
mies of Jesus, the Messiah of God.

What 
man, unless there is something wrong with his head 
and heart, would attempt to bring such witnesses into 
court to prove a dogma, or a fundamental doctrine? 
Certainly his exegesis must be badly strained. Away 
with such false witnesses against the Christ of God. 
They stand impeached at the bar of God in the presence 
of the unseen Holy, for perjury and high treason against 
the King eternal—for no less a crime than an attempt 
to quench the light of heaven and drive the life and 
light of God out of the universe.

In John 5: 14-21 there is a glaring attempt to twist 
the beautiful words of Jesus into blasphemy. Jesus 
had said, ‘My Father worketh untii now, andI work.” 
For calling God his Father the Jews charged him with 
making himself equal with God. Was that logic? 
Do we make ourselves equal with God by saying, “Our 
Father in heaven?’ Did the Jews make themselves 
equal with God by calling God their Father? The 
simple fact of speaking of God as Father has nothing 
to do with equality. Jesus virtually says in his reply 
to them, ‘‘No, I do not, in saying God is my Father, 
make myself equal with God; that is your assumption.” 
“The Son of himself can do nothing.” The Jews did 
not understand him to make himself equal with God. 
If they did at first they could not have retained that 
opinion after he had said, “I can of myself do nothing.” 
God can of himself do all things. All men honor the 
Son %ven as they do the Father when they ascribe to 
him such dignity and honor as God has authorized. 
The God has committed all judgment to the Son, 
that all men may honor the Son even as they do the 
Father. 

In the tenth chapter of John there is another ill- 
founded charge on the part of those that hated the 
Christ without a cause—men that had not the word 
of God in them—to misrepresent his words and 
make him guilty of the crime of blasphemy. The Son 
of God had just said in a free conversation, “My 
Father is greater than I. I and the Father are one.” 
They knew that by the above statement he did not 
make himself God, nor imply it. They knew that the 
word one in this place is a neuter term and did not 
mean personal identity, but one in the great work of 
salvation, as Father and Son, whom God had sanctified 
and sent into the world. ‘He loveth me and showeth 
me all things.” Jesus explains all and frees the whole 
conversation from all ambiguity. The truth is, they 
hated the Christ and were determined to put him to 
death. And they were continually seeking for a pre- 
text—some kind of a justification—so they were willing 
to compass it by lying insinuations if necessary. The 
Christ was condemned to death by the Jewish sanhe- 
drim on his own sworn testimony; not that he was 
God, not that he was equal with God, not that he was 
divine, not that he was human, but for being the Son 
of the Blessed—the Son of the living God. This he 
confessed under judicial oath administered by the 
high priest (Matt. 26: 64). To this agree all the 
prophets and apostles. The whole theory of the Jews 
relating to Christ was false, and their feelings were 
such they were in no condition to judge of him correct- 
ly, and what grieves me is that good men back their 
falsehoods.

THE PROPOSED UNION. 

Many of the brethren have expressed their views 
upon the question of union with the Free Baptists. 
All appear to be much in favor of it. From what I 
have learned by conversation and correspondence con- 
cerning the sentiments of the Christians in western 
Iowa, I feel that it will be voicing the general feeling 
of the brotherhood to say that we favor the union if it 
can be effected without compromising the few funda- 
mental principles that have ever distinguished the 
Christians. No name but Christian; the Bible as the 
creed; liberty to read and understand for one’s self; 
Christian character as the only test of fellowship— 
these we esteem too sacred to be in any way surren- 
dered for the sake of union with any body. 

A certain writer in the HERALD not long since re- 
marked that “the same door by which we and our 
fathers came in is yet open, and all are welcome to 
come and dwell with us,” or words to this effect. We 
consider that the non-sectarian position taken by the 
founders of “this reformation” is so purely non-secta- 
rian that it can not be improved, and that we can not 
consistently ignore any. part of the platform. It is a 
position free from any taint of bigotry or selfish dicta- 
tion, that duly exalts the Bible, respects the honest 
decisions of differing minds, and in the spirit of Chris- 
tian humility binds all together. 

We feel that we can justly claim for the Christian 
Church that it has pioneered the cause of true gospel 
liberty and Christian unity upon a purely non-sectarian 
basis. We may talk about more fraternal and fellow- 
shiping relations between us and others, and en- 
deavor to work up a more active feeling and practice of 
friendliness without exciting any grave apprehensions; 


but when it is proposed to unite with another denomi- 
nation in bonds of organic union serious questions 
arise, and concerning the consummation of such a 
matter we must not too readily jump at conclusions. 
It is of no good for us to build “air castles,” and we 
better not “spread all our sail to the wind” until we 
are sure that it blows in the right direction, and that it 
will be found to continue.

Bro. Jones,—I found the HEraxp, No. 12, with 
supplement, so rich a treat that I feel sorry it can not 
be repeated twice or thrice a week. Such a sup- 
plement weekly would be worth much more to a thirsty 
mind than the subscription price of the paper. Now, 
while you are crowded with correspondence and ac- 
cepted articles necessarily held back for weeks and 
even months, would it not be a proper time to enter- 
tain a proposition to enlarge our church paper? It 
seems to me that our people ought to sustain a paper 
twice the size of the HERALD, or at least to so swell 
the subscription list as to allow an enlargement with- 
out materially increasing the price. Did I command 
as much money as many more favored, I should want 
our paper enlarged, published semi-weekly, and then I 
should take two copies, so that wife and I could both 
read without waiting one on the other. It is true that 
many think the price too high, as compared with many 
secular papers flooding the country; others think them- 
selves too poor to patronize it, and the merest excep- 
tions to the rule, may be; but the most dreaded poverty 
is the poverty of appetite for good religious literature, 
and the effect is readily seen in the lack of intelligent 
life and zeal in the church of which they may be mem- 
bers. Let us have our paper enlarged, or made a 
semi-weekly. 

Allow me to say that Iam deeply interested in the 
proposition of Bro. Helfinstine to encourage and assist 
worthy young men who feel themselves called of God 
to the work of the Christian ministry, in fitting them- 
selves educationally for the work. Quite recently I 
heard the old sentiment expressed, that self-made men 
are the best—entitled to the greatest measure of con- 
fidence and respect. Be it so; but they are too rare 
for the demands of this age. It may be that a greater 
percentage of college graduates have made choice of 
the ministry as a profession only, and expect fatter 
salaries than are to be picked up in every neck of the 
woods, but the time is past for preachers to accom- 
plish much in spite of unjustifiable ignorance. There 
are comparatively few who have the necessary energy 
to rise in spite of adverse circumstances. Billings has 
filed the objection to self-made men—+that they are apt 
to feel too proud of the job—but I think that the con- 
sciousness that the job has not been too well done, in- 
deed is never fully completed, should hold thoughtful 
men in check. I know at least one who is thankful 
that he has served his. generation with a measure of 
success, picking up his education like little grains of 
gold all along the way, and the stock is yet small, but 
precious. “The priest’s lips should keep knowledge,” 
and it would be unwise to educate the masses inversely 
for the sake of accommodating teachers who may even 
treat the king’s English with barbarous cruelty. Let 
us appeal for help and devise some regular system by 
which godly young men may fit themselves for their 
calling, and open the way by which the demand for 
laborers in the vast harvest field may be supplied. Let 
Bro. Helfinstine act in this interest as Bro. Watson is 
acting in the mission department, and see whether suc- 
cess will not come. 

In regard to the proposed union 1 only want to say 
that Bro. Coil, in the supplement of March 25th, has 
said my speech, and Fhall not repeat. I indorse his 
sentiments very fully.

Resolved, That we hail with joy the efforts of the Free- 
will Baptists and Christians to unite in one body for the 
great work of the Master, and also the fraternal spirit 
that has thus far characterized their conventions. 

Resolved, That the members of the Free Baptist and 
Christian churches, composing the Aroostook Quarterly 
Meetings, believe they can unite without great sacrifice 
or conflict of opinions. 

Resolved, That such a union would be a great advan- 
tage in utilizing Christian work, both in supplying our 
churches with preaching, and in the support of the 
same, as it would enable, in some instances, one minis- 
ter to do the work now requiring two; also enabling 
churches to have preaching all the time, where now 
they can support it but one-half. It would also make 
some of our churches, now quite weak, strong. 

Resolved, That we could accept of any name a commit- 
tee chosen by both denominations might agree upon, 
but would prefer one like Free Christian Baptists, thus 
embodying the two.

In proportion to this “measure of faith’ the apostles 
preached the doctrine of faith. Peter’s first sermon 
was—that Jesus is Christ, that he was crucified, and 
rose again from the dead, and they that believed this 
were baptized. His sezond sermon was the same, and 
then also he baptized proselytes into that confession. 
This was the sum of all that Paul preached in the 
synagogues and assemblies of the people; this he dis- 
puted for, that Jesus is Christ, that he is the 
Son of God, that he ought to suffer and rise again the 
third day; and this was the new doctrine which the 
Athenians and other Greeks wondered af him, and he 
seemed to them to be a setter forth of strange gods be- 
cause he preached Jesus and the resurrection. This 
was that into which the jailer and his house were bap- 
tized; this isthat which was propounded to him as the 
only and sufficient means of salvation, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus and thou shalt be saved, and all thine 
house.” 

This doctrine was illustrated sometimes with other 
glorious things, still promoting the faith and honor of 
Jesus, as that he ascended into heaven und shall be the 
judge of all the world. But this was the whole faith, 
“The things which concerned the kingdom of God and 
the name of Jesus Christ,’ was the large circumfer- 
ence of the Christian faith; that is, such articles which 
represent God to be our Lord, and Jesus Christ to be 
his Son, the Savior of the world; that he died for us 
and rose again and was glorified, and reigns over all the 
world, and shall be our judge, and in the resurrection 

.shall give us according to our works, that in his name 
only we shall be saved; that is, by faith and obedience 
in him, by the mercies of God revealed to the world in 
Jesus Christ.

I may not omit tosay right here that the adequate belief 
as to the “in Christ” is tested by the consciousness of life

I suspect that we 
will never get the Christian brotherhood entire a unit 
of beliefs, though equally true believers and equally 
Christian, notwithstanding they consult the same 
dictionary of exposition equally careful, prayerful, and 
candid. This kind of belief or beliefs comes of differ- 
ent mental structure and versatility, and is altogether

This leads us to say that that brother or church (a 
collective brotherhood) that will not have the bread of 
life broken unto them by a minister of Christ and man 
of_God, a true believer and sincere Christian, because

So soon as the Christian world drop their head-faiths 
as standards of Christian union and their individual 
exposition as a test of brotherly fellowship, and rest on 
heart-faith in Christ and life and salvation by it, so 
soon will God’s people be a unit and act and co-operate 
accordingly.

The following preamble and resolutions were adopted 
by the Southern Ohio Ministerial Institute, of the 
Southern Ohio Christian Conference: ; 

Jesus’ last prayer was an important one, and we do 
confess that it has been too often forgotten—“That 
they may all be one, even as thou, Father, art in me 
and I in thee, that they also may be one in us; that 
the world may believe that thou hast sent me.” John 
7: 21. We believe that the one thing lacking for the 
full evangelization of the world, is the co-operation of 
God’s children in the service of their Father. So long 
as we are human, so long as we are finite, so long as we 
are ignorant, so long as we are prejudiced, so Jong as we 
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the light is breaking, the day is dawning, and Christ 


April 22, 1886, 


are separate, so long as we are in earth, it will be im- 
possible for us all to agree as to matters of interpreta- 
tion, in our intellectual conceptions or in the verbal 
statements of our belief. In the present state of the 
world and the church, we do not ask or expect uni- 
formity of belief or interpretation, or of practice in 
regard to ordinances or ceremonies, but we do expect 
unity of heart, and unity of work, and unity of organ- 
ization, and unity of life. To his own Master shall 
each one answer. 

Let us, then, cease to judge one another, to debate 
with one another, and to disfellowship others as good 
as we, but let us cultivate a better acquaintance with 
one another, and as we come to know, we shall also 
come to love one another. We therefore rejoice to see 
the growing tendency of churches to unite, and we 
pledge ourselves to co-operate with all movements in 
that direction. We are especially pleased with the 
proposals for the practical union of the peoples known 
as Free Baptists, and the Christian Union and Chris- 
tian connection. We are ready for a union with all 
men in Christ and his gospel, and we only caution our- 
selves not to organize some good Christians out at the 
same time that we organize some of us within our 
churchly associations; therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That we favor a visible union and organic 
fellowship with the Free Baptists and Christian Union 
peoples, and all other Christian peoples on such terms 
as may cause no sacrifice of the rights of each separate 
individual conscience in matters of faith and doctrine; 
but we will willingly sacrifice any business forms or 
customs of our own that may in any measure interfere 
with the full consummation of the desired coalition. 

2. We request the delegates of the Southern Ohio 
Christian Conference to the American Christian Con- 


vention to act as delegates to any meeting or conven- 
tion that may be called. 


3. In the meeting for consultation with the Christian 
Union people as called to meet at ——, Licking 
County, Ohio, April 14th, we request the executive 
board of the Southern Ohio Christian Conference to ap- 
point suitable delegates to represent our conference and 
institute in that meeting, and do instruct them to vote 
so as to carry out the spirit of this report. 

4. We do agree to set apart the 14th day of April, and 
such other days as may be appointed for consultation 
with any of God’s children, in regard to better organiza- 
tion and co-operation in Christian union work, as days 
of special fasting and prayer to our common Father in 
heaven that he may lead us into ways of peace and 
unity, and that we may come to so love and work to- 
gether ‘that the world may believe” in Christ Jesus and 
his gospel.

NO DIFFERENCE. 

It is affirmed by the Apostle Peter that God “puts no 
difference” between those who accept the Lord Jesus 
Christ with a loving, earnest, and obedient faith, and 
the question is, Upon what authority can professed 
Christians do so to-day? God put no difference be- 
tween believers when theories and methods of inter- 
pretation were very dissimilar, as may be seen clearly by 
a reference to Acts 15th chapter. Now, upon what au- 
thority do professed Christians do so to-day? The con- 
servative members of that meeting in Jerusalem could 
plead in their favor Moses’ law, unquestionable confor- 
mity of the church of God for centuries, including 
the example of the apostles'and the Lord Jesus Christ 
himself, and yet by inspiration the Apostle Peter de- 
clares that between these and a vast number of con- 
verts who had not conformed to the invariable practice 
of the church, but had simply accepted the Lord 
Jesus Christ with a loving, earnest, obedient faith, 
“God which knoweth the hearts, bare them witness, 
giving them the Holy Ghost even as he did unto us, 
and put no difference between us and them, purifying 
their hearts by faith.” 

Now if God put no difference between those who ac- 
cepted and those who did not see fit to accept an hith- 
erto divinely authorized religious form, where can the 
authority be found for those who put difference be- 
tween brethren because of dissimilarity of theory rela- 
tive to that which isa matter of question the wide world 
over? 

The conservatives of that day were determined either 
to compel all others to accept their opinion or disunite 
the church. They might have gone out peaceably and 
set up for themselves a distinct and rival organization, 
and said to the world, We are orthodox, we are the 
church, ete. ; but not by divine authority, for God puts no 
difference between those who love and serve him in the 
word and spirit of Jesus. ~ 

There can be no question with reference to this, that 
those who put a separating difference where God does 
not, who thus divide and estrange the members of the 
one great family of God, must bear the burden of con- 
demnation in this life and regret, chagrin, and shame in 
the life that is to come. 





FREE BAPTISTS AND CHRISTIANS. 

Personally, I favor in the most earnest way a union 
between these bodies, provided: (1) that it be union, 
not an absorption; (2) that it be a real union, each 
meeting the other in the spirit of Christian love; (3) 
that it be without sacrifice of principle; (4) that it be 
without sacrifice of the brethren; (5) that it be with- 
out disturbance of local customs, beliefs, and usages. 

But again, speaking for wyself, I repudiate any sug- 
gestion of union which (1) requires a doctrinal and ex- 
clusive basis, thus sacrificing the principle of Christian 
character as the test of fellowship; (2) proposes to di- 
vide the church. The true union will be broad. The 
union which excludes any true Christian excludes all; 
(3) forces any dogma, or custom, or ceremony to the 
hurt of brethren; (4) gives to one party everything 
and to the other nothing; (5) effects unsettlement and 
disturbance of the present local status. 

We Christians love all Christians, and work and pray 
for Christian union; but for that very cause we incline 
toward union that is broad as Christianity, inclusive as 
the gift of free salvation in Christ, and as liberal in its 
church fellowship as its invitation to the Lord’s 
Supper.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 

WasuinerTon, D. C., April 12, 1886. 

In these days woman is receiving a good deal of at- 
tention at the hands of our Senators. A few days ago 
a Congressional opponent of female suffrage said, 
“Woman wiil not get the ballot, but she will get atten- 
tion, and to most of the sex that is equally, if not more, 
gratifying.” Thirteen Senators did not want to admit 
Washington Territory into the Union as a state until 
woman suffrage is abolished out there. 

But iv was noticed that those who were opposed to 
the “dear creatures’ voting were careful to announce 
that the more we have of them the better off we are. 
The tribute of Senator Morgan to the virtue of the 
sex was its own excuse for the Alabama Senator’s op- 
position to female suffrage. “The banner of Christian- 
ity,” he said, “was upheld by the women; if it were to 
depend on the men we would retrograde three centu- 
ries in three weeks.” He would not put on women the 
burdens that should be borne by men. He would keep 
her out of politics, and out of association with dirty 
pot-house politicians. One bad woman could undo the 
good that many good women could do, and the ballot in 
the hands of a corrupt woman was the most dangerous 
instrumentality for evil that the world has ever seen. 

Senator Eustis was fearful that female Senators 
would next be knocking at the door of the Senate with 
full credentials, and after they were admitted there 
would be no more secrets in the secret sessions. Sena- 
tor Voorhees was opposed to female suffrage per se, but 
regarded it in this instance as a matter for the people 
of Washington to settle for themselves. He thought 
the time was coming, too, when the question of woman 
suffrage would have to be faced squarely and intelli- 
gently. Burke had said that statesmanship was the 
science of circumstances, and circumstances might 
hereafter arise when it would not be merely policy but 
statesmanship to give women the ballot. He did not 
think the time ripe yet. 

For all that, Washington Territory was accepted as a 
state by the Senate, together with her enfranchised 
women, and the advocates of woman suffrage count 
this as a great victory for them. 

Congress covered itself with glory during the week. 
There was an unusually large amount of legislation, 
with an unnaturally small amount of talk and small 
number of speeches. Besides voting to admit Wash- 
ington Territory, the Senate passed a bill to erecta 
building for storing the Nation’s literary treasures that 
are now lying in heaps in various out of the way 
corners of the Capitol. The House also voted for the 
Congressional Library building, defeated the Bland 
plan for the unlimited coinage of silver, and among a 
number of other bills, which it passed, was that to 
pension all that is left of the Mexican veterans. 

As soon as the vote had been announced in the 
Senate on the library bill, Senator Morrill, of Ver-

In medizeval times people were aceustomed to being 
governed entirely by means of omens. Seven hundred 
and fifty years before Christ, Hesiod remarked to his 
brother Persés, ‘‘Now when building a house, leave it 
not uvfinished, lest, mark you, perching upon it, the 
cawing crow should croak.” 

In founding Rome, according to tradition there were 
two principal actors—Romulus and Remus. When 
they approached the seven hills on which the city was 
afterward founded, they mutually agreed to each take 
a position, and the one that first discovered a flock of 
vultures flying through the air was to be master of 
ceremonies, etc. 

In more recent times people view matters from a 
different standpoint than formerly, and while we do 
not look for omens to guide in this, that, or the other 
direction, yet there are very many things occurring that 
to the casual observer do not portend any great benefit, 
or vice versa. Admitting the faintest trace of omens 
as having any significance in our time, it would surely 
convince us that the Christian Church is more like 
unto the century plant than the mushroom, from the 
fact that it has been so long time in getting into posi- 
tion to accomplish the greatest results.

Grandly and gloriously we are on the high- 
way to prosperity, and the omens now are that with 
an unencumbered Publishing House, the grand truths 
of the Christian Church shall be unfurled to the world, 
inasmuch as there will be more motive power to send 
them—viz., currency. Another grand omen for good 
is, that prospectively two great branches are about to 
unite. 

God speed the work to a glorious consummation. 
A wave of enthusiasm comes to usas we peruse the ac- 
counts of the ingatherings into the fold of Christ.

MISSION NOTES. 


A little Indian girl in Alaska was being educated in 
the Mission School, herself a brand plucked from 
heathenism. She intensely desired a doll, such as she 
had seen white children have. She gathered berries 
and got the ten cents necessary for it. But before the 
purchase the missionary talked about the suffering 
heathen that did not know of Jesus and the little heart 
was melted. She went to her teacher with the dime, 
saying, ‘Teacher, divide. Jesus half; me half.” She 
would wait for the doll until she could earn five cents 
more. A beautiful sacrifice this. As a lesson may it 
incline our hearts of love and our hands of bounty to- 
ward the perishing. 

At the Chautauqua Missionary Institute the follow- 
ing tgpic was-discussed, “On what grounds do we jus- 
tify the zeal and activity of the church in foreign mis- 
sionary work?” Twenty-four reasons were given by 
different speakers. Among the reasons were: 

1. The command of the Master, “Go,” ete. 

2. We are the product of missionary labor. 

3. Without it we can not have extensive fellowship 
with the Master. 

4. It will benefit our own country in the character of 
its immigrants. 

. For humanity’s sake. 
. It is necessary to the life of the home church. 
. This work is a test of discipleship. 
It is a disinterested and unselfish work. 
. It will give civilization to the world. 

10. It will prepare the heathen for heaven. 

11. It will counteract the pernicious influences of pro- 
fessed Christian men among them. 

12. It gives them the only power that will lift them 
from degradation. 

13. It will elevate woman, extend education, lessen 
suffering. 

These reasons alone should convince the church of 
its obligations. Others will occur to every one. 

A missionary saw the Chinese burning a straw ox. 
““Why do you do this?” he asked. “It will be trans- 
formed into a live ox in the other world to aid some one 
of our ancestors,” was the reply. Ata funeral hesaw 
a cart and mule, with driver and house and ‘chest of 
money, all made of paper, burned. These they said 
would all become real helps to the departed in the 
other life. This is astrange superstition. One would 
think it difficult for children to be so credulous. The 
Chinese are children in their heathenism, and only the 
gospel will make them men. 

In Ohio there are some fifty cities with at least 4,500 
inhabitants each. What if the gospel was not preached 
in any one of them? Bishop Hurst says there are over 
one thousand cities in India, containing from 75,000 to 
100,000 people, in which a Christian missionary has 
never been seen. The Bishop in India met an intelli- 
gent Brahman who said to him, “I believe that Chris- 
tianity is the better religion, and that it will yet prevail 
in India.”’ ‘‘Why then do you notadoptit?” “There 
are times when I do long after your Jesus, but to con- 
fess him would mean the loss of all my friends, all 
would turn away from me. When recently our little 
boy died, we closed the blinds, and standing by his 
body, we sang a Christian hymn for our consolation.” 
Thus the Spirit is working even in heathen lands and 
hearts. 

In China are said to be 450,000,000 of people. Allow- 
ing ten to a rod they would girdle the world five times 
and have enough left to populate the United States as 
densely as now. These millions want the guapel. Will 
we help to supply this want? 

The Japanese language is represented by many thou- 
sand different characters. To read successfully one 
needs to know at least five thousand of these charac- 
ters, The labor of learning these consumes five or six

years of one’s life. It is now proposed to substitute our 
Roman letters for these characters. “Roman Letter 
Societies” are being organized throughout the nation, 
and already their membership embraces 5,500 persons, 
multitudes of whom are the leading men of the nation. 
One of the educational departments of the government is 
going to have its books printed henceforth in the Roman 
letter only. This reform will wonderfully aid the mis- 
sionary in his work. ; 

The heathen are to be saved principally by the native 
preachers. A native preacher in India has in one town 
lately gathered a church of forty families. In another 
village his congregations reach seven hundred. At a 
prayer-meeting, held by him, a brother missionary 
counted one hundred and seventy men and boys. Many 
of the converts give Friday of each week in work as 
evangelists in the surrounding villages. Such zeal 
will save India.

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WHAT IS TEMPERANCE? 


It is the moderate use of those things which unper- 
verted human nature demands, and not those things 
which will destroy it. But there are those who affirm 
that the Bible teaches that man should be temperate in: 
all things; but when required to present the proof, it is 
found wanting. Their argument can be stated thus: 
“No one can be temperate in all things, as the Bible 
requires, who denies himself the moderate use of any- 
thing; but Prohibitionists deny themselves the mod- 
erate use of spirituous liquor, therefore they are not 
temperate in all things as the Bible requires.” But 
their premises are false; for unperverted human nature 
does not demand the moderate use of spirituous liquor, 
neither does the Bible require it. Butif they should 
practically carry out their logic, our Nation would be 
suddenly freed from every one of them. For if tem- 
perance consists in the moderate use of all things, and 
as arsenic isa thing, therefore they are obliged to ac- 
knowledge that according to their premises a moderate 
use of arsenic is one of the demands of unperverted 
human nature, and with its use he is so far temperate. 
But no person can be temperate in the moderate use of 
those things which will eventually destroy human life. 
But arsenic and spirituous liquor, if commenced mod- 
erately, wil] eventually destroy human life, therefore 
no person can be temperate in the moderate use of 
either arsenic or spirituous liquor. Hence the legiti- 
mate conclusion that the position of those who affirm 
that temperance is the moderate use of all things is 
false, and, furthermore, their conclusion is false. 

What are the results which follow the use of spir- 
ituous liquor? 

1. It creates and increases a demand for its use in 
proportion to the indulgence, therefore if the indul- 
gence is moderate, the demand will be moderate. But 
if the indulgence should rapidly increase, the demand 
for its use will increase rapidly, until the person has 
become so strongly confirmed in the habit that it will 
lead him to neglect his business, his family, and the 
church of God, notwithstanding he once, with others, 
might have flourished in the courts of our God. 

2. It injures man financially, and therefore his fam- 
ily is left destitute of the comforts of life, and the un- 
natural desire which was created by the use of spirituous 
liquor has forever closed the avenue through which the 
natural demands of himself and family might have 
been supplied; and, furthermore; is the cause of bring- 
ing suffering upon himself and family. 

3. It injures man intellectually in proportion to the 
amount consumed by him, for it excites the brain, and 
causes his power of combativeness to become aroused, 
and dethrones his moral and mental qualities; therefore 
he is prepared for the commission of‘erimes which will 
eventually lead him to prison or the gallows; and when 
called to stand before the judgment-seat of Christ 
will have to take up with the woeful lamentation: “The 
harvest is past, the summer is ended, and my soul is not 
saved.” 

And while our attention is directed to the conse- 
quences aboved described, the inquiry arises, On whose 
shoulders will rest the greatest amount of guilt, the 
one who drinks the liquor, or the Government which 
legalized itssale? In our humble opinion the guilt 
will lie more heavily upon the shoulders of the Gov- 
ernment; for in enacting the license law it produced 
one which is directly opposed to God’s. moral law, 
therefore the Government will be held accountable to 
him for the consequences that follow. For no govern- 
ment has a moral right-to enact a law which will lead 
to a moral wrong; but the license law, when practically 
observed, must necessarily result in a moral wrong; 
therefore when our Government enacted the license 
law it certainly dida moral wrong, and the legitimate 
conclusion is that it should be expunged from our 
statute books before God comes out in judgment against 
us. 
4. If legislative bodies have not the moral right to 
enact the license law they evidently should refund the 
money to those of whom it was received; but they have 
received money of every legal liquor-dealer inthe United 
States, therefore it will be morally right for legislative 
bodies to refund the money to those of whom it was 
received. 

5. It is evident that no liquor-dealer has a moral 
right to sell to a person anything to be used as a bev- 
erage which his nature does not demand. But human 
pature does not demand spirituous liquor, therefore no 





liquor-dealer has a moral right to sell to a person spir- 
ituous liquor to be used asa beverage. But there are 
those who do sell for the purpose above mentioned, and 
receive pay, when it is evidently a moral wrong, there- 


fore they should refund the money to those of whom it 


was received. - And when our Government shall have 
repealed the license law, and shall have enacted one 
which will be in harmony with the nature of man, then 
it will have manifested that repentance which will be 


approved of God, and commendable in the sight of 


good men, and when it shall have drank heartily of the 
spirit of national reform, then the time will not be far 
distant when it will flourish like the palm-tree, and will 
grow like a cedar in Lebanon, and will eventually be- 
come a nation whose God will be the Lord.

REPORT ON UNION. 

At the Antioch Ministerial Institute, at Yellow 
Springs, April 6th and 7th, on consideration of the 
question of union between the Free Baptists and Chris- 
tians (the Christian Union Church and others who de- 
sire to come into the unity of the Spirit in the bonds 
of peace, which are the crowning glory of the gospel*), 


the Rev. R. J. Poston, of the Free Baptist Church of 


Springfield, Ohio, being present, was invited to a seat 
and to all the privileges of membership, especially to 
participate freely in all deliberations. Mr. Poston ac- 
cepted the situation gracefully, and was free and 
fraternal in all his remarks. The subject was intro- 
duced in an able paper by Rev. A. Dunlap, of Utica, 
Ohio. The institute was a unit for union; the only 
supposed obstacle being conditions, or unavoidable 
legal restraints. After much deliberation, and full and 
free discussion, most of the members speaking and 
Rev. R. J. Poston, of the Free Baptist Church, and 
President Long, of Antioch College, taking prominent 
part, a committee of five was appointed and the follow- 
ing report was unanimously adopted: 

WHEREAS, We regard the prevalent divisions of the 
church as contrary to the spirit of Jesus, as to his teach- 
ings, bis prayers, and his expressed desire that there 
might be “one fold and one Shepherd,’’ and that this 
oneness between believers might be even as that between 
the Father and the Son, as the Savior prayed, “One, even 
as we are one”’ (see John 17: 21-23); therefore, 

Resolved, That the Antioch Ministerial Institute heart- 
ily concurs in the current movement between the Chris- 
tians and the Free Baptists, and Christian Union and 


others,* and will hail with pleasure the consummation of 
the work, providing that no conditions shall restrict the 


rights or liberties of either body, or formulate any creed 


calculated to prevent the participation of others in the 


same union.

CURRENT EVENTS. 


At latest advices Secretary Manning’s condition was 
slowly improving. 

A hurricane in Northwest Dakota, Thursday, killed a 
number of cattle, and leveled large trees along the river 
bank. 

The Mexican pension bill passed the House on Mon- 
day. It is estimated that it will cali for $50,000,000 for 
next year. 


The bodies of thirty-one of the victims of the cyclone 
at St. Cloud and Sauk Rapids were interred Friday with 
solemn services. Two additional deaths are reported, 
and many of the wounded are in a critical condition. 


The most frightful accident that has occurred in New 
England, since the one at Revere about fifteen years ago, 
took place Wednesday evening of last week on the Troy 
& Greenfield division of the Hoosac Tunnel Line, about 
a mile west of West Deerfield and some thirty miles 
east of the tunnel. The through express running east, 
consisting of six cars, was thrown from the track by the 
giving way of the road-bed and precipitated down an 
embankment, partially into the Deerfield River. There 
is a curve in the road at this point, and the distance 
down to the river is from 150 to 200 feet, covered most of 
the way with jagged rocks. A part of the cars at once 
took fire, which added greatly to the horror of the scene. 
About fifty persons were on board, and ten are known 
to have been killed. Others were more or less seriously 
injured, and still others may have been drowned. The 
disaster took place about six o’clock, and it was some 
hours before help from Greenfield could reach the spot. 
Among theinjured was D. C. Wells, of Andover Theolog- 
ical Seminary. The cause of the accident was the loosen- 
ing of the road-bed by water and thawing of the frost. 
The loss is estimated at from $150,000 to $250,000, and will 
fall upon the state. 


The sheriff’s deputies, on April 9th, fired into a mob 
at East St. Louis, and killed six persons, wounding six 
others. Among the number was an old woman. One 
girl and a small boy were grazed by bullets. Only one 
of those shot was a striker. The shooting was the re- 
sult of a riot which began at three o’clock in the after- 
noon. The twelve deputies were all non-residents, and 
were heavily armed. The deputies bad collected at the 
crossing of the Louisville and Nashville Railway, to 


een the making up and starting out of a coal train. 
he crowd standing on the footbridge near the crossin 
began to hoot and jeer the deputies. Some of the crow 
began to cross the bridge, to get at the officers, who at 
once leveled their rifles. Firing was then opened from 
eight rifles and revolvers, and the best testimony indi- 
cates that ninety or a hundred shots were fired. The 
deputies then turned and fled down the railroad tracks 
to the bridge which crosses the Mississippi. At the en- 
trance they were met by Mayor Joyce, of East St. Louis, 
who was drunk. He tried to arrest them, and some 
shots were exchanged, one man being killed. The depu- 
ties gave themselves up to police protection in St. Louis, 
and refused to return without @ requisition from the 
Governor of Illinois. About twelve o’cleck that night 
fires were kindled in the railroad yards along two miles 
of river front. The work was that of incendiaries. 
Forty-two cars were burned. The Cairo Short Line 
lumber yards were in ashes on the morning of April 
10th, and the oil house and scale house of the same 
company arein ruins. The loss on the cars is estimated 
at $35,000. The loss on the freight burned can not be 
approximated, but the total loss is estimated at $150,000. 
he arrival of the state militia saved the cars and yards 
from entire destruction. There were less than 500 
militiamen in the town on April 10th, but more were 
expected. A Gatling gun was placed on guard so as to 
command the main switch crossing.—Independent.
